IS BRANCHING OUT 


Crowd Took Them Erom the Jail and 
Meted Out Swift Justice—Negro Is Minnie W illiams 
Hanged at Springfield, Kentucky— 
Mob Rule Threatened at Marion, 
Ind.— Criminal News. 


Eureka, C al, Aug. 20—Four mur­ 
derers, named Johnson, Sumter, Null 
and Moreno, were taken from the jail 
here this morning and lynched. 
Springfield, Ky., Aug. 26—Harri­ 
son Lewis, a colored murderer was 
taken from the jail and lynched by a 
mob today. 
Malden, Mass., Aug. 26.—Daniel J. 
McLeod, a Melrose carpenter, attem pt­ 
ed to kill his wife, Mary McLeod, on 
W ashington street, Oak Grove, yester­ 
day afternoon, and afterw ard shot him ­ 
self through the head, dying instantly. 
A lthough the woman was badly injured 
it is thought that she will recover. She 
had left McLeod and refused to return 
to him. 
M arion, Ind., Aug. 26.—Excitem ent 
was high 
in Landesville yesterday 
m orning when it wras discovered that 
Joseph Lu gar, who assaulted Mrs. H an­ 
nah Zuck, aged 84, Saturday had taken 
refuge in his father’s house. 
For over 
an hour an angry mob surrounded the 
dw elling dem anding possession of the 
fellow. 
County Commissioner W ilson 
Lugar, the father, pleaded piteously for 
his son, stating that he had been pro­ 
nounced insane and was about to be re­ 
moved to an asylum. 
His pleadings 
seemed to have little effect, and the 
situation 
was 
becoming 
desperate, 
when a posse of officers arrived from 
M arion. 
Then the angry citizens went 
away. 
Any attem pt upon the part of 
officers to remove the culprit probably 
would have proved fatal to young 
Lugar. 
By noon the excitem ent had 
begun to allay and most of the party 
dispersed. 
It was not, however, until 
late in the afternoon th at Lugar was 
taken away. 
F ear of the mob being re­ 
vived prevented the officers from bring­ 
ing him to Marion, and he is now con­ 
cealed in some secret place. 
F urther advice states th at young 
L ugar’s crime was 
most shocking. 
Mrs. Zuck was walking along a lonely 
road through a forest, returning home 
from a neighbor’s, when she was over­ 
taken by Lugar, driving in a buggy. He 
offered her a ride. 
Being well ac- 
puainted w ith him she accepted. Lugar 


HOLMES 


M akes Public HU V e r s i o n o f th e K illing o f 
M innie VI H ilt ms. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 26.—H. II. 
Holmes publishes a signed statement. 
WTitten by himself, in the Moyamensing 
prison, and certified to by his lawyer, 
which goes into all details of his ac­ 
quaintance with Minnie R. W illiams. 
Holmes 
writes 
that 
he 
first 
met 
at an intelligence 
office 
kept 
by 
one 
Campbell, 
on 
Dearborn 
street, 
Chicago, 
in 
Jan ­ 
uary, 1893, and employed her as a sten­ 
ographer. She 
was 
installed in his 
office in the building which has become 
known as “Holmes Castle,” and from 
March to May of that year occupied 
rooms in the building, adjoining the of­ 
fice. Occasionally meals w-ere served 
in the building, and if any bones have 
been found in the stove there, Holmes 
writes, it will be found by microscopic 
exam ination that they are the rem ains 
of such meals. 
He continues: 
“Certain it is that no hum an being 
was ever crem ated there during my oc­ 
cupancy of the room, my own experi­ 
ence, years ago, being quite sufficient 
to show me the danger of such pro­ 
ceedings on account of the awful odor, 
if I had no other motive to deter me 
from such a course.” 
Holmes says th at in April, Minnie 
W illiams, knowing him to be in need 
of money, gave him a draft for $2,500, 
the proceeds of the sale of real estate 
she had held in Texas, and asked him 
to use it until She should need it. 
In 
order th at she should be protected, he 
transferred to her by w arranty deed a 
house and lot at W ilm ette, 111., valued 
at $7,500. The money w’as returned to 
her in May, 1893. 
She desired to convert 
her 
other 
southern property into cash 
or 
im ­ 
proved northern property, and he ad­ 
vised her to execute a worthless deed 
(by having some one other than her­ 
self sign the name) to a fictitious per­ 
son, and offer the property for sale at 
a very low cash figure, and years later 
to demand an additional sum in ex­ 
change for a good deed. 
This was 
done, says Holmes, which deeds are 
still in existence. 
About this time, Holmes 
narrates, 
Miss W illiam s was taken ill, suffered 
from acute m ania, and was removed 
to the Presbyterian Hospital, being en­ 
rolled as Mrs. W illiam s, as her ail­ 
m ent was such th at it was prudent for 
her to pass as a m arried woman. Her 
condition was brought about, so Holmes 
says she told him, by a prom inent Bos­ 
ton business man, head of a firm deal­ 
ing in surgical instrum ents, whose wife 
she visited at their home in Somerville, 
Mass.

Crape Diseases. 
W ashington, 
Aug. 
26.—The grape 
diseases on the Pacific coast are 
re­ 
viewed in a report compiled by Newton 
B. Pierce and issued by the agricultural 
departm ent. 
It says th at more than 
one-half of the grapes of the country 
are grown on the Pacific coast, Cali­ 
fornia alone having approxim ately two 
hundred thousand acres of vines. 
It 
is show n that the main reason why vine 
diseases are more destructive on the 
Pacific than on the A tlantic 
on the 
because the European or tender varie­ 
ties are grown in the form er and the 
American or hardy vines in the latter 
part of the United States. 
The most 
serious of the plant m aladies 
is the 
California vine disease, which has al­ 
ready killed more than thirty thousand 
acres of the most thrifty and productive 
vineyards. So far, it is estim ated th at 
the disease has caused a direct and in­ 
direct loss of not less than $20,000,000. 
Powdery mildew is one of the most 
common fungous diseases of the vine, 
but it is easily treated with sulphur. 
Couloure is responsible for the loss of 
many million dollars in California and 
Arizona. The report predicts th at the 
crossing of muscat, muscatel and other 
varieties of the vines will ultim ately 
do awray with the losses from couloure 
in raisin grapes.

ARM ENIAN OUTRAGES LAID BE­ 
FORE A UNION M EETING. 


Nashan H. Kussabian Stands in the 
Baptist Pulpit and Tells of the Out’ 
rages Perpetrated by Turks and 
Kurds in 
Christian 
Provinces— 
Local Church News. 


Four congregations united in the 
service at the Baptist church last even­ 
ing, and were told of * Armenian 
abuses, by N. H. Kassabian. Bev. Dr. 
Hodge, Rev. S. P. 
Wilder, Rev. A. 
Porter and Rev. E. H. Pence occupied 
Beats on the platform , and Rev. Mr 
Pence made the opening prayer. 
Mr. 
Kassabian was introduced by Rev. Mr. 
Wilder, who spoke briefly of the suf­ 
ferings that christians had undergone 
in Turkish territory. 
Mr. Kassabian described the suffer­ 
ings of 
his countrymen in graphic 
fashion. 
The conditions th at brought 
about the recent massacres were given 
in detail. 
At the close of his address 
a resolution was presented, calling up­ 
on the signatory powers of .the Berlin 
treaty, and especially Great B ritain,to 
compel reiforms. 
These resolutions 
w ill be laid before the secretary of 
state, the British foreign office, the 
London News and William E. Glad­ 
stone. 
They read as follows: 
M urdered by Thier Rulers. 
In view of the unquestioned fact 
th a t the Armenian christians in Tur­ 
key have for years been systemati 
cally oppressed and 
plundered and 
often murdered by the rulers of the 
country and neighboring Kurds with 
out protection or redress from the 
T urkish anthorit.es 
and in view of 
the general and well grounded btlief 
the t the Turkish governm ent a t Con 
stantinople connived at, if It did not 
directly instigate, the recent horrible 
massacres of Armenians, 
w ith the 
atten d an t barbarities 
worse 
than 
death. 
Therefore be it 
R e so l v e d : 
T nat we, the citizens of 
Janesville, 
Wisconsin, gathered in 
public assembly, express eur indig­ 
nation and horror at these inhuman 
outrages, and at 
the persistent fail 
ure of the Turkish 
governm ent to 
rule with justice the 
chri-tian com­ 
m unities in its domain: 
And th at we 
express to our suffering brethren in 
Armenia our deepest sympathy uader 
th e ir cruel wrongs. 
Resolved, 
T hat the United States 
governm ent be requested to use its in­ 
fluence in all possible ways to induce 
th e Turkish government to accept the 
reform measures proposed by the Eu­ 
ropean powers, and to furnish a sure 
guaranty for their executions. 
Resolved, That we believe such re­ 
forms indispensable not only for the 
w elfare of the native Armenian sub­ 
jects of Turkey, but for the personal 
safety of American citizens residing 
or traveling in th at country. 
H igh 
C om m issioner 
N eeded. 
Resolved, T hat in our judgm ent the 
needed reforms demand the appoint­ 
m ent of a high commissioner for Ar­ 
menia, who shall not be an Ottoman 
subject nor in previous official service 
tinder the Turkish government; but 
who shall be responsible directly and 
solely to the European powers and 
pledged to them to execute the needed 
reforms. 
Resolved. 
T hat we see no possible 
hope for the future peace or prosper­ 
ity or safety of any of the people left 
nuder the 
barbarous despotism of 
Turkish authority, and we believe the 
tim e has come when the great po we is 
of Europe can no longer w ith justice 
hold up the Turkish government which 
has long been only a curse to its own 
subjects and a disgrace to modern civ­ 
ilization.

Resolved, 
T hat a copy of these res­ 
olutions he sent to the state depart­ 
m ent of our country at W ashington, 
to the British foreign office a t Lon­ 
don, and a copy to the London Daily 
News.

has been before th at court repeatedly, 
and only once before was 6he convict­ 
ed, although she has pleaded guilty 
on ens cr two occasions. 
Ellen’s defense, in this case as ic 
others, was th at she simply furnished 
storage room in her hotel for the cases 
of beer owned by private parties, but 
in this case the ruse was not success­ 
ful. The same case was tried last week 
aud resulted in a disagreem ent, the 
vote standing five for c o n v ic tio n and 
one for acquittal, the trial being be-, 
fore a jury of six in Justice George 
Helmbolt’s court. 
The second trial. 
was begun on Friday morning, and I 
ended late Saturday afternoon, th e: 
district attorney not returning home 
until 8:30 o’clock Saturday night. The 
verdict of the jury was a great sur- 
pri e to Ellen, who evidently expected 
th at they would be out sometime and 
again report a disagreement.

heaven! I am go- 
i n g to h e a v e n ! 
Heaven! 
Heaven! 
Heaven!” 
These 
were the last words 
uttered a few days 
ago by my precious 
wife as she ascend­ 
ed to be with God 
for ever, and is it 
not natural, as well 
as Christianly appropriate, that our 
thoughts be much directed toward the 
glorious residence of which St. Paul 
speaks in the text I have chosen. 
The city of Corinth has been called 
the Paris of antiquity. 
Indeed, for 
splendor, the world holds no such won­ 
der to-day. It stood on an isthmus 
washed by two seas, the one sea bring­ 
ing the commerce of Europe, the other 
the commerce of Asia. 
From her 
wharves, in the construction of which 
whole kingdoms had been absorbed, 
war-galleys with three banks of oars 
pushed out and confounded the navy 
yards of all the world. Huge-handed 
machinery, such as modern invention 
cannot equal, lifted ships from the sea 
on one side and transported them on 
trucks across the isthmus and set them 
down in the sea on the other side. The 
revenue officers of the city went down 
through the olive groves that lined 
the beach to collect a tariff from all na­ 
tions. The mirth of all people sported 
in her Isthmian games, and the beauty 
of all lands sat in her theaters, walked 
her porticos, and threw itself on the 
altar of her stupendous dissipations. 
Column, and statue, and temple bewil­ 
dered the beholder. There were white 
marble fountains into which, from aper­ 
tures at the side, there rushed waters 
everywhere known for health-giving 
qualities. Around these basins, twisted 
into wreaths of stone, there were all the 
beauties of sculpture and architecture; 
while standing, as if to guard 
the 
costly display, was a statue of Hercules 
of burnished Corinthian brass. Vases 
of terra-cotta adorned the cemeteries 
of the dead—vases so costly that Julius 
Caesar was not satisfied until he had 
captured them for Rome. Armed offi­ 
cials, the “Corinthiarii,” paced up and 
down to see that no statue was defaced, 
no pedestal overthrown, no bas-relief 
touched. From the edge of the city a 
hill arose, with its magnificent burden 
of columns, and towers, and temples 
(one thousand slaves awaiting at one 
shrine), and a citadel so thoroughly 
impregnable that Gibraltar is a heap of 
sand compared with it. Amid all that 
strength and 
magnificence, 
Corinth 
stood and defied the world. 
Oh! it was not to rustics who had 
never seen anything grand that St. 
Paul uttered this text. They had heard 
the best music that had come from the 
best instruments in all the world; they 
had heard songs floating from morning, 
porticos and melting in evening groves; 
they had passed their whole lives away 
among pictures, and sculpture, and ar­ 
chitecture, and Corinthian brass, which 
had been molded and shaped, until 
there was no chariot wheel in which it 
had not sped, and no tower in which 
it had not glittered, and no gateway 
that it had not adorned. Ah, it was a 
bold thing for Paul to stand there amid 
all that, and say, “All this is nothing. 
These sounds that come from the tem­ 
ple of Neptune are not music compared 
with the harmony of which I speak. 
These waters rushing in the basin of 
Pyrene are not pure. These statues of 
Bacchus and Mercury are not exquisite. 
Yon citadel of Acrocorinthus is not 
strong compared with that which I of­ 
fer to the poorest slave that puts down 
his burden at that brazen gate. You, 
Corinthians, think this is a splendid 
city; you think you have heard all sweet 
sounds, and seen all beautiful sights* 
but I tell you ‘eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love him ’ ” 
You see my text sets forth the idea 
that, however exalted our ideas may be 
of heaven, they come far short of the 
reality. Some wise teen have been cal­ 
culating how many furlongs long and 
wide is heaven; and they have calcu­ 
lated how many inhabitants there are 
on the earth; how long the earth will 
probably stand; and then they come to 
this estimate: that after all the nations 
had been gathered to heaven, there will 
be a room for each soul—a room sixteen 
feet long and fifteen feet wide. It 
would not be large enough for me. I 
am glad to know that no human esti­ 
mate is sufficient to take the dimen­ 
sions. 
“Eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard,” nor arithmetic calculated. 
I first remark that we can in this 
world get no idea of the health of 
heaven. When you were a child, and 
you went out in the morning, how you 
bounded along the road or street—you 
had never felt sorrow or sickness! 
Perhaps later—perhaps in these very 
summer days—you felt a glow in your 
cheek, and a spring in your step, and 
an exuberance of spirits, and a clear­ 
ness of eye, that made you thank God 
you were permitted to live. The nerves 
were harp-strings, and the sunlight 
was a doxology, and the rustling leaves 
were th° rustling of the robes of a 
great c; j\vd rising up to praise the 
Lord. 
ou thought that you knew 
v' 
it was to be well, but there is no 
perfect health on earth. The diseases 
of past generations come down to us. 
The airs that float on the earth are un­ 
like those which floated above Paradise. 
They are charged with impurities and 
distempers. The most elastic and rn* 


bust health of earth, compared with 
that which those experience before 
whom the gates have been opened, is 
nothing but sickness and emaciation. 
Look at that soul standing before the 
throne. On earth she was a life-long 
invalid. 
See her step now and hear 
her voice now! Catch, if you can, one 
breath of that celestial air. Health in 
all the pukes! Health of vision; health 
of spirits; Immortal health. No rack­ 
ing cough, no sharp pleurisies, no con­ 
suming fevers, no exhausting pains, no 
hospitals r.t wounded men. 
Health 
swinging in the air; health flowing iii 
all the streams; health blooming on the 
banks. 
No headaches, no sideaches, 
no backaches. * * * 
St. John bids us Itok again, and we 
see the great procession of the re­ 
deemed passing; Jesus, on a white 
horse, leads the march, and all the 
armies of salvation following on white 
horses. 
Infinite cavalcade passing, 
passing; empires pressing into line, 
ages 
following 
ages. 
Dispensation 
tramping on after dispensation. Glory 
in the track of glory. 
Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and North and South America 
pressing into lines. Islands of the sea 
shoulder to shoulder. Generations be­ 
fore the flood following generations aft­ 
er the flood, and as Jesus rises at the 
head of that great host and waves his 
sword in signal of victory, all crowns 
are lifted, and all ensigns flung out, 
and all chimes rung, and all hallelujahs 
chanted, and some cry, “Glory to God 
most high,” and some “Hosanna to the 
Son of David;” and some, “Worthy is 
the Lamb that was slain”—till all ex­ 
clamations of endearment and homage 
in the vocabulary of heaven are ex­ 
hausted, and there come up surge after 
surge of “Amen! Amen! Amen!” 
“Eye hath not seen it, ear hath not 
heard it.” Skim from the summer 
waters the brightest sparkles, and you 
will get no idea of the sheen of the 
everlasting sea. Pile up the splendors 
of earthly cities, and they would not 
make a stepping-stone by which you 
might mount to the city of God. Every 
house is a palace. Every step a tri­ 
umph. Every covering of the head a 
coronation. Every meal is a banquet. 
Every stroke from the tower is a wed- 
ding-bell. Every day is a jubilee, every 
hour a rapture, and every moment an 
ecstacy. 
‘Eye hath not seen it, ear 
hath not beard it.” 
I remark, further, we can get no idea 
on earth of the re-unions of heaven. If 
you have ever been across the sea, and 
met a friend, or even an acquaintance, 
in some strange city, you remember 
how your blood thrilled, and how glad 
you were to see him. What then will 
be our joy, after we have passed the 
seas of death, to meet in the bright 
citj of the sun those from whom we 
have long been separated! After we 
have been away from our friends ten 
or fifteen years, and we come upon 
them*, we see how differently they look. 
The hair has turned, and wrinkles have 
come in their faces, and we say, “How 
you have changed!” But oh, when you 
stand before the throne, all cares gone 
from the face, all marks of sorrow dis­ 
appeared, and feeling the joy of that 
blessed land, methinks we will say to 
each other, with an exultation we can­ 
not now 
imagine, “How you 
have 
changed!” In this world we only meet 
to part. It is good-by, good-by. Fare­ 
wells floating in the air. We hear it at 
the rail-car window, and at the steam­ 
boat wharf—good-by. Children lisp it 
and old age. answers it. Sometimes we 
say it in a light way—“good-by;” and 
sometimes with anguish in which the 
soul breaks down. Good-by! Ah! that 
is the word that ends the thanksgiving 
banquet; that is the word that comes 
in to close the Christmas chant. Good­ 
by! good-by! 
But not so in heaven. 
W cleomes in the air, welcomes at the 
gates, welcomes at the house of many 
mansions—but, no good-by. 
That 
group is constantly being augmented. 
They are going up from our circles of 
earth to join it—little voices to join the 
anthem—little hands to take hold of it 
in the great home circle—little feet to 
dance in the eternal glee—little crowns 
to be cast down before the feet of 
Jesus. 
A little child’s mother had died, and 
they comforted her. They said: “Your 
mother has gone to heaven—don’t cry*” 
and the next day 
they went to the 
graveyard, and they laid the body of the 
mother down into ground; and the little 
girl came up to the verge of the grave 
and, looking down at the body of her 
mother, said, “Is this heaven?” 
Oh! 
we have no idea what heaven is. It is 
the grave here—it is darkness here_ 
but there is merry-making yonder. Me­ 
thinks when a soul arrives, some angel 
takes it around to show it the wonders 
of that blessed place. 
The usher- 
uugel says to the newly - arrived: 
These are the martyrs that perished 
at Piedmont; these were torn to pieces 
at the Inquisition; this is the throne of 
the great Jehovah; this is Jesus!” “I 
am going to see Jsus,” said a dying ne­ 
gro boy. “ I am going to see Jesus;” 
and the missionary said, “You are sure 
you will see him?” “Oh! yes; that’s

Hut, said the missionary, “suppose 
that Jesus should go away from heaven 
-w hat then?” “ I should follow him,” 
said the dying negro boy. 
“But if 
Jesus went down to hell—what then?” 
c j ing boy thought for a moment, 
and then he said, “Massa, where Jesus 
is, there can be no hell!” Oh, to stand 
in his presence! That will be heaven! 
Ch, to put our hand in that hand which 
was wounded for us on the cross—to go 
around amid all the groups of the re­ 
deemed, 
and 
shake 
hands 
with 
prophets, and Apostles, and martyrs 
and with our own dear, beloved ones! 
That will bo the great reunion: we can­ 
not imagine it now, our loved ones seem 
so far away. When we are In trouble 
and lonesome, they don’t seem to come 
to us. We go on the banks of the Jor­ 
dan and call across to them, but they 
don’t seem to hear. We say, “Is it well 
with the child? Is It well with the loved 


ones?” and we listen to hear lf any 
voice comes back over the waters. 
None! none! Unbelief says, “They are 
dead and extinct forever,” but, blessed 
be God, we have a Bible that tells us 
different. 
We open it and find that 
they are neither dead nor extinct—that 
they are only waiting for our coming, 
and that we shall join them on the oth­ 
er side of the river. Oh, glorious re­ 
union; we cannot grasp it now. “Eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of man the 
things which God hath prepared for 
them that love him.” 
I remark again, we can in this world 
get no idea of the song of heaven. You 
know there is nothing more inspiriting 
than music. In the battle of Waterloo, 
the Highlanders were giving way, and 
Wellington found out that the bands of 
music had ceased playing. He sent a 
quick dispatch, telling them to play, 
with utmost spirit, a battle march. The 
music started, the Highlanders were 
rallied, and they dashed on till the day 
was won. We appreciate the power of 
secular music; but do we appreciate the 
power of sacred song? There is noth­ 
ing more inspiring to me than a whole 
congregation lifted upon the wave of 
holy melody. When we sing some of 
those dear old psalms and tunes they 
rouse all the memories of the past. 
Why, some of them were cradle-songs 
in our father’s house. They are all 
sparkling with the morning dew of a 
thousand Christian Sabbaths. 
They 
were sung by brothers and sisters gone 
now—by voices that were aged and 
broken in the music—voices none the 
less sweet because they did tremble 
and break. 
When I hear these old 
songs sung, it seems as if all the old 
country meeting homes joined in the 
chorus, and Scotch kirk and Sailor’s 
Bethel and Western cabins, until the 
whole continent lifts the doxology and 
the scepters of eternity beat time to the 
music. Away then with your starve­ 
ling tunes that chill the devotions of the 
sanctuary, and make the people sit si­ 
lent when Jesus is coming to hosanna. 
But, my friends, if music on earth If 
so sweet, what will it be in heaven! 
They all know the tune there. 
Me­ 
thinks the tune of heaven will be made 
up partly from the songs of earth; the 
best parts of all our hymns and tunes 
going to add to the song of Moses and 
the Lamb. All the best singers of all 
the ages will join it—choirs of white- 
robed children! choirs of patriarchs! 
choirs of Apostles! 
Morning stars 
clapping their cymbals. Harpers with 
th fir harps. 
Great anthems of God, 
roll on! roll on!—other empires joining 
tho harmony till the thrones are full of 
it, and the nations all saved. Anthem 
shall touch anthem, chorus join chorus, 
and all the sweet sounds of earth and 
heaven be poured into the ear of Christ.

MR. WHITNEY'S GARDEN. 


L ocated In New York City, It Is W orth 
a M illion Dollars. 
A picturesque lawn is that of Will­ 
iam C. Whitney in New York city. 
Here the work of years is show*n, and 
the tall columns and gables alongside 
are wreathed in vines. These are dur­ 
ing June a vivid green; and of such 
small even leaf that the like is not 
known in New York—not even upon old 
Trinity, whose vines were brought 
from abroad by William Astor. 
The 
Whitney garden runs alongside the 
house and covers an immensely valu­ 
able plot of ground. Here there could 
easily be a double apartment house 
erected, with rents as enormous as 
those of the flat house a little further 
west where William D. Howells lives. 
But Mr. Whitney will not build. 
He 
loves that city garden, and so do his 
children love it. One of its principal 
features is a snug dog kennel, covered 
with ivy. 
Almost every day during 
June you may see Mr. Whitney, always 
distinguished with eyeglasses and pol­ 
ished from boot to beaver, standing in 
front of his $1,000,000 garden, admiring 
it. Sometimes his daughter joins him, 
and here the two stand and talk, seem­ 
ingly making plans for the day and 
spending their happiest outdoor mo­ 
ments. From the upper window of the 
vine-covered gable of William C. Whit­ 
ney’s house may be seen the city gar­ 
den of John D. . Rockefeller, three 
squares below. This is No. 4 West 54th 
street, just out of Fifth avenue, but so 
near it that none of the value is lost. 
In fact, Mr. Rockefeller selected this 
spot a door away from “Croesus” street 
because he could see up and down the 
avenue w ithout having all its publicity. 
The law*n, which he laid out, is the most 
beautiful one in the city from an ar­ 
tistic standpoint. 
The Rockefeller 
house is a large square one, very deep, 
and alongside it. running nearly fully 
three house lots in extent, is the city 
garden. A tall iron fence screens it a 
little, but the tall palms tow*er above, 
and from the gardens grow flowering 
vines upon arbors and house walls. 
Now* the wisteria is just dying off, but 
the summer ivy is bright green, and 
there are yards and yards of honey­ 
suckles.
